Change  of  Policy  to  Meet 
Lower  Interest  Rates  An- 
notmced  by  Companies 

Further  Important  changes  in  life 
insurance  premtiun  rates,  particu- 
larly in  the  field  of  non-partlelpat- 

ing  policies,  are  being  planned  by 
leading  Canadian  companies,  local 
Insurance  agencies  have  been  ad- 
vised. 

The  chief  reason,  given  by  the 
companies  for  the  clmnge  in  rates, 
is  the  continued  pres.sure  of  low  In- 
terest rates  on  earning  power  and 
investment  policy.  With  high-grade 
Government  bonds  selling  at  the 
highest  point  in  twenty  years  and 
with  a  new  issue  being  fi  >a'('d  on  a 
3.8  basis,  the. avenues  for  new  in- 
vestment at  profitable  rates  are  be- 
en'   ■  i    ::icrraslngly  difficult. 

AlUiough  the  rates,  at  the  present 
time,  are  more  or  less  in  the  stage 
of  readjustment,  local  insurance 
agencies  are  able  to  supply  some  \n- 
foiination  ooaceming  the  new  pro- 
posals. 

POLICY  INCMASB 

Non-participating  policies-  that  Is. 
those  with  stipulated  annual  flat 
premiums— are  covered  by  the  cur- 
rent increases.  Participating  pol- 
icies—those  with  annual  dividends 
going  to  dccrra.sc  the  premium  pftv 
able— are  not  .subject  to  immediate 
rate  change,  but  the  price  of  insur- 
,inre  under  them  will  be  rai.sed  cor- 
respondingly through  the  decrease 
in  the  divldnul  allot trd  to  each 
policy  and  credited  against  the  pre- 
mltmL 

In.suranco  agencies  here  rlnlm  this 
will  affect  old,  as  well  as  new,  par- 
ticipating contracts  as  the  earnings 
on  policies  contract  through  the  in 
terest  rate  reductions.

It  is  further  .stated  that  the  com- 
panies, by  these  changes,  are  not 
benefiting  in  any  way  by  the  higher 
premtnms  paid  and  in  some  cases 
agent.s'  commissions  are  being  cut 
so  that  the  assured  will  be  getting 
proportionately  more  value,  because 
o<  the  lower  amount  going  into  com- 
missions.

EMGUbU 

A  newspaper  discussion  is  going  on  in  the  Old 

Country  on  Good  and  Bad  English.  Among  the 
controversial  matters  of  interest  is  the  use  of 
nouns  as  adjectives.  This  device,  sometimes  called 
the  attributive  noun,  produces  such  familiar 
combinations  as  field  sports,  railway  train,  farm 
hand;  itate  document,  slave  trade,  cliolera  epi 
demlc.  Of  the  attributive  noun  one  distinguished 
authority  says  that  It  Is  "a  new  and  most  useful 
Innovation  which  has  come  Into  use  since  the 
period  of  Old  English,  and  has  been  greatly 
developed  In  modern  times.  There  Is  nothing 
quite  like  it  in  any  other  language,  except 
Chinese,  and  H  is  a  great  step  In  advance  towards 
that  Ideal  language  In  which  meaning  Is  ex- 
pressed, not  by  terminationa.  but  by  the  aimple 
method  of  word  position." 

A  critic  points  out.  however,  that  the  thing  Is 
being  overdone,  and  by  way  of  illustration  men- 
tions what  he  (h\scrlbes  as  "the  popular  dodge" 
ol  adding  the  word  "situation"  or  "position"  to  a 
noun  so  that  deep  meanings  can  be  expressed 
with  the  least  effort.  Thus  we  have  the  "coal 
situation,"  the  "herring  position."  and  perhaps 
a  "cabinet  crisis."  The  critic  adds:  "Give  him  a 
few  more  counters  of  this  sort  and  a  ready  public 
speaker  or  writer  hardly  needs  any  further  vocab- 
ulary. The  sad  thing  Is  that  the  public  is  so 
patient  with  him.  for  he  Is  like  a  mark.sman  who 
never  by  any  chance  tries  to  hit  the  bull's-eye." 

The  "growing  misuse"  of  "will"  and  "shall" 
and  their  close  relations  "would"  and  "should" 
is  another  topic  of  lively  Interest.  Professor 
Clement  F.  Rogers  writes  a  letter  of  protest 
against  the  common  mistake  that  so  many,  even 
BBC.  announcers,  frequently  make,  of  saying  "I 
would  like  to  say,"  when  they  mean  "Z  wottld  aay" 
or  "I  should  like  to  say." 

It  Is  perhaps  doubtful  whether  the  misuse  of 
these  words  Is  more  prevalent  now  than  for- 
merly. The  Idiomatic  use  of  shall  and  will,  should 
and  would,  is  generally  regarded  as  an  inherited 
gift  in  the  possession  of  the  southern  Englishman. 
Other  members  of  the  Imperial  family  are  not  at 
their  best  with  this  Idiom,  particularly  the  Scot, 
whether  at  home  or  in  the  Dominions.  One  hun- 
dred years  ago  Macaulay,  speaking  of  the  relation 
between  theory  and  practice,  said:  "Not  one  Lon- 
doner in  ten  thousand  can  lay  down  the  rules 
for  the  proper  use  of  will  and  shall.  Yet  not  one 
Londoner  In  a  million  ever  misplaces  his  will  and 
shall.  Dr.  Robertson  could,  undoubtedly,  have 
written  a  luminous  dissertation  on  the  use  of 
those  words.  Yet,  even  in  his  latest  work  he 
sometimes  misplaces  them  ludicrously.  Barrie 
once  congratulated  a  Scottish  friend  who  had 
just  been  appointed  to  an  editorial  position  in 
the  south,  and  then  inquired:  "How  about  shall- 
and  wlU?  Have  you  mastered  them?"  The  words 
of  the  answer  told  the  story  quite  as  effectively 
as  the  bare  negative:  "Mo,"  he  replied  ladly,  "and 
never  wUL"  / 

The  Sntfllsh.  during  the  centuries  that  pre- 
ceded the  Nurman  Conquest,  managed  to  talk  of 
future  action  and  future  events  with  verbs  whoise 
tense  forms  were  the  same  for  both  present  and 
future.  Tense  auxiliaries  were  not  much  In  use 
until  later.  Even  yet  present  tense  forms  for 
future  events  ano  actions  have  not  gone  out  of 
fashion,  it  is  usual  to  say  "He  goes  home  to- 
morrow," "They  play  at  Winnipeg  next  week." 
"Smith  leaves  here  in  a  month's  time, '  "We  begin 
our  Journey  in  a  few  days  and  return  at  Christ- 
mas." The  modern  man  who  thus  make.s  the 
present  tense  form  do  duty  for  the  future  is  only 
doing  what  every  Englishman  did  In  the  far-off 
times  before  Domesday.

UNDESIRABLE  FILMS 

Sir." Is  It  not  time  that  some 
definite  action  should  be  taken  to 
censor  moving  pictures  showing  the 
capture  and  cruel  treatment  of  wild 
animals?  I  am  sorry  that  space 
forbids  my  quoting  in  full  the  splen- 
did letter  of  Sir  He«keth  neU.  \\UU  ]\ 
published  in  England.  In  relaM..ii 
to  Jungle  scenes  and  flRhUs  to  the 
death,  he  not  uimaturally  considers 
that  this  twentieth  century  civilisa- 
t'.on  is  going  back  to  the  days  of 
ancient  Rome,  when  it  permits  such 
exhibitions.  "There  .seem  now  to  be 
few  limits  to  the  sights  and  scenes 
which  the  'producer*  is  prepared  to 
provkle  in  return  for  our  money."  Is 
his  comment. 

The  Lo.s  Angoles  Antl  Vivisection 
Society  recently  drew  up  and  pre- 
sented to  the  members  of  tlie  Cath- 
olic Blshc^s'  Committee  on  Motion 
Pictures,  a  resolutkm  declaring  that 
there  arc  .sufficient  and  positive 
rea.son.5  to  believe  that  cruelty  con- 
stltute.s  a  (ii.stinet  and  subtle  men- 
ace to  the  Impressionable  minds  of 
children  and  the  average  motion 
picture  audience,  and  It  urges  the 
committee  to  give  Its  attention  to 
the  elimination  of  cruelty  to  ani- 
mals, either  real  or  suggested,  from 
future  motion  pictures.  A  similar 
society,  headed  by  tlie  Duchess  of 
Hamilton,  held  an  open  protest 
nieetin:^  in  London,  last  May,  and  a 
definite  move  Ls  on  foot  to  prohibit 
■such  undesirable  exhlbltlon-s.  In 
this  city,  we  have  been  treated  to 
films  in  which  the  simple  denizens 
of  the  forest  are  lured  to  Imprison- 
ment and  suffering  for  no  other 
j  'n#  than  to  provide  us  with  a  "Ro- 
.man  holiday"  attraction. 

There  Is  really  nothing  edifying 
m  the  contemplation  of  man's  bru- 
Itallty,  or  his  use  of  superior  cun- 
niUK  to  entice  and  betray  creature.s 
that  must  a.ssurcdly  be  his  .superi- 
ors. There  are,  no  doubt,  persons 
With  such  perverted  tastes  that  they 
enjoy  these  debasing  films,  but  we 
do  not  have  to  pander  to  that  taste. 
We  can  so  definitely  show  our  dis- 
approval and  objection.  If  we  will, 
tliai  we  can  make  the  filming  of 
such  scenes  a  venture  that  does  not 
pay,  because  the  publk:  will  not  U»l- 
erate  them.

Bone  months  ago  I  wrote  about 
the  oontroversy  in  Oreat  Britain  on 
du  t  between  the  BHtlsh  Medical 

Avioclatlon  s   committee     and  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  committee. 

You  remember  that  the  commit- 
tee of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tlon  recommended  considerably 
more  animal  protein  meat,  eggs, 
and  milk — than  did  the  committee 
of  the  Health  Ministry,  and  also  a

communities  where  the  majflrlty 
were  leading  inactive  Uvea.

Franklin  Olacier.  After  waiting 
nine  days  at  this  basi  ^  .1:11;-  owing 
to  bad  weather,  they  were  able  to 
make  their  first  attempt  on  the 
mahi  peak.  This  was  via  the  I^als 
Olacier,  on  August  11.  Leaving 
camp  at  3:20  a.m.  ttiev  approached 
the  tower  from  the  south  face,  but 
after  working  at  this  for  some  hours,
